15-Second Movie 

I The reporter saw the 15-second film 
• projected on a screen several times. The 1 
■ film shows a silvery oblate spheroid ; 
I streaking across the sky with sieep moun- 
t' tains in view just below the object. j 

. In every respect, the object appeared to j 
be a so-called "flying saucer” — no other' 
description would do as well. 

The photographer, now associated with a 
highly respected research institution, said' 
he shot the 16-millimeter Ektachrome 
I color film from a chartered Bell helicopter, 
i on April 15, 1966. ^ 

! “I was using ah Arriflex camera) 

I equipped with a 12.5 to 120 millimeter) 

' zoom lens," he said. “We were out there to< 
f shoot scenic aerials for television docu- i 
1 mentarles.” ,

The photographer was seated in a sped-, 
al vibration-absorbing chair on the right 
side of the aircraft, his body projecting' 
outside. Because of the noise, little com- ■ 
munication with the pilot was possible. 

The helicopter, he said, was flying a * 
west by southwest course off the 
southwestern aspect of the island when he 
shot the film. Actually, he said, he first' 
saw the UFO several minutes earlier while 
the helicopter was off the southern tip of 
Catalina. 

"It appeared to be at least five or six* 
miles away when I first saw lt,’‘ he 
recalled. “I thought it was a balloon, 
tethered over something just off the west \ 
coast of the Island. Now, I think it ap-1 
peared motionless at that time because Itj 
was moving almost directly toward us.” 

As the helicopter’s position changed, the' 
motion of the UFO became apparent to the 
cameraman. 


Passes Out Of View ^ 

“We were about 2% miles away from it 
' when it occurred to me that it definitely 
' was not a balloon and that I had better 
ifilm it,” he said. “So, I started shooting 
. but after only a few seconds it passed outi 
f of view, sort of behind the helicopter. j 
# “By the time it dawned on me that it 
‘might have been a UFO we were quite far; 
' away and it would have been out of sight. Ij 
was thinking of our assignment at the 
"Same time anyway. We were on a tight 
shooting schedule. 

), “But, ever since, I have been sorry I 
s didn’t alert the pilot and turn around and 
" follow it as much as we could have done.” 

J The photographer said the UFO ap-’ 
peared to be traveling at a speed of about' 
f 150 miles an hour in level, ai^lane-like 
flight at an elevation slightly higher than 
. that of the helicopter, which was about 
i 1,000 feet above the water. •' 

f After the film was processed, the photo*’ 

I grapher showed it to several friends. One^ 

I of them wrote to the Library of Congress, 

' a branch of which was recording informa-^ 
i tion about UFO experiences. Subsequently 
rthe library sent the photographer forms to^ 
rfUl out. He first procrastinated, then los^ 
[interest in the inquiry. i-

According to the Louis- 
ir.na policeman who had mado 
tiie recording, the sound came 
ftorn an unidentified flying ob¬ 
ject (UFO)—and his story Ls^ 
b.iekco'by' a half dozen other 
police officer witnesses. 

The strange object producing 
the sound was seen in Metairie, 
a suburb of New Orleans. The 
sighting occurred Oct. 10, 1073. 

I Tnal Was the night before two 
P ascagoula. Miss, fishermen, 
0 ono 130 miles away, were al- 
hgedly forced aboard a landed 


lice, met with the Lieutenant 
one evening In Metairie. Several 
other policemen were present, 
Including Caidain Nol Hamp¬ 
ton and Captain Huey Farrell, 
who also had heard and seen 
the UFO.

big, glowing ‘bright white’ right 
up over Ids house. Dogs were 
howling, people were out watch¬ 
ing it—at least fifteen people- 
according to Lonardo and Far¬ 
rell, when the police unit ar¬ 
rived. 

“The thing was still right 
there over the house,” Noel 
Hampton said. 'About four or' 
five hundred feet up. It looked 
like a big silvery hamburger 
hanging there in the air. We 
couldn’t believe it. 

“ ‘Then the .. thing started to 
take off,’ Lonardo took up the 
story. ‘I remembered I had my 
tape recorder in the car and 
ran to switch it on. Man, it was 
weird, this humming sound. Not 


wind roar. More a cross 
between tires at high speed 
and a freight train. Like sounds 
you’d hear in the middle of a 
tornado.’ ” 

After leaving the Blums, I 
recalled that there are at least 
two other tape recordings in] 
existence of mysterious sounds 
alleged to originate from UFOs. 

One was made by a fire-watch 
attendant at Pacheco Peak, Cal¬ 
if., July 28, 19G7, as undulating, 
high-pitched sounds emanated 
from a huge, bright white light, 
circling low around the observa¬ 
tion post. 

Another recording was made 
by a Redlands, Calif, minister, 
Feb. 4, 1908, as dozens of people 
rushed into the streets, fright 
ened by a warbling, high-fre¬ 
quency “scienev-fiction” typo 
sound from the sky. Many resl 
dents say they saw a UFO from 
which the sound came. 

A great deal has been written 
about physical evidence left by 
UFOs: broken tree branches, 
unusual changes in soil chemis-j 
try, depressions in the ground, 
and scorched landing marks. 

But little research has been 
applied to UFO sounds. 

■The exception is a scientific 
analysis of the Redlands tape, 
mado by a prominent Southern 
California aerospace physicist. 
(Results of this study will bo 
included in a forlhcommg book 
by David Branch and Robert B.l 
Klinn, “Inquiry at Redlands.”) 

Thorough study of such taped 
sounds, including comparision 
of all extant recordings, may 
result in startling discoveries 
about UFOs.

Although the Pioneer’s meteorologist 
Tony Hemphill picked up atmospheric 
disturbances on his weather instruments 
(sec related story this page) wliich could 
explain the phenomenon, one viewer, 
Mrs. Ivan Drundldge of Scotts Mills, 
said "No electrical beam is going to 
produce what we saw,” 

Hemplilll’s insturments recorded acti¬ 
vity similar to that recorded during the 



following Sunday morning’s thimder- 
stonns. Hemphill also speculates that 
Jupiter, which Is now the brightest thing 
In the night sky other than the moon, could 
1 be the cause of the mysterious 
phenomena. 

Lucy Zumwalt, of 12C51 S. Macksburg 
Rd., reported seeing "four blue legs, 
as tall as the trees, and arranged In 
a square” ontheArrowheadGolfCourse. 
• Mrs. Zumwalt said she was extremely 
tired and upset at the time of the sighting, 
having just come from the accident on 
highway 211 In which two Molalla boys 
died. She did not look up to the top of 
the ’’legs,” thinking they werethe result

They also saw "objects that 
resembled portholes and there was light, 
coming out of them.” The Drundldges 
heard no noise, but It did give off a 
steady bright light. 

Mrs. Drundldge said she watched the 
object when she awoke ’’several times 
during the night.” 

Three other sightings were reported 
but the observers either refused to allow 
their names to be used In the Pioneer 
or the Pioneer was unable to contact 
them.

Some .UFO believers ad 
vance the theory that these 
•ihjccis regenerate themselves 
from microwave towers, and 
this theory is given further 
credence by the fact that the 
.so-called landing was made 
within the radius of 10 miles in 
which six of these lowers are 
located. Four can be seen from 
the spot. 

Since the finding, samples of 
the ground have been taken 
and further tests have been 
performed. The possibility of a 
meteorite causing the marks 
has been ruled out due to the 
complex pattern left, and no 
remains of a meteorite could be 
found. 

The doubtful belief that 
lightning could have been the 
cause is still being investigat¬ 
ed. Samples have been sent lb 
the University of Florida 
where Dr, M.A. Unian 
authority on lightning, will 
the ground.

i A brilliant mysterious object—apparently a meteor 
—flashed across Brevard skies Monday, Sightings 
were reported as far south as South Miami and as far 
north as Georgia. 

Hundreds saw the object, with some claiming to 
*iave seen it crash to earth. 

Dr. Ed Strother, of the Florida Institute of Tcchnol- 
)gy, said it was the brightest he ever .saw. 

"The brilliance of it was very remarkable," said 
Urothcr, a professor In the college’s Department of 
’hysics and Space Sciences. "It was, a brilliant white 


at the core and had some color at the edges.” 

The apparent meteor was traveling north-norlhwes^ 
to south-.southeast. Strother said he didn’t hear a sonic 
boom, which indicates the object was more than 60 
kilometers above the earth. 

Strother, who said he witnessed the flaming ball at 
about 8 p.m., estimated It to be brighter than the 
moon. 

It was light when he saw il. 

"I did not observe it to break apart," he said. "It 
probably just missed impacting (hitting the earth).

The petals ex¬ 
tend from an inner cirele eight 
feet In diameter, and In the cen¬ 
ter of tho Inner circle are two 
smaller holes, each measuring 
12 inches across. 

The sheriff said that the dirt is 
mounded for each petal, giving 
the appearance of a small val¬ 
ley, four to six Inches deep, bet- 
tween the petals. 

“It looks as though whatever 
it was that made the markings 
actually blew the ground out 
from under it,’’ he said, and 
added that he could find no rea¬ 
son to question findings by Mu¬ 
tual UFO Network. 

"If they (MUFON) say a UFO 
touched down here.

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For 22 years, from 1047 to 
lOfiO, the Air Force’s Project 
nine Hook patliercd and in¬ 
vest i|:ale(i reports nl)out 
Unidetitified l•■|yi^|; Objects 
tUFOsi, better known to many 
as flyini; saucers, Ourini; these 
years, 12.(illl siplUiiiKs were in- 
vestif^ated. with the peak year, 
10,■)2. accountitiK for l.riOl. 

Until lOiiO, these UF-'O rciwrts 
were classified. They were 
declassified mainly becau.se 
many people believed that the 
Air l''orce was keepinR from the 
public important information 
about extra terrestrial visitors 
to earth. 

To allay such fears, in 10G6 the 
Air Force funded a project to in¬ 
vestigate UFO reports, headed 
by i)r. Fdward Condon, a 
distinguished theoretical 
physicist. The Condon Report, a 
1.4f)5-pnge document enntitied 
"The Scientific Study of UFOs," 
took two years to put together. 

A number of reports of UFOs, 
mainly oral, were studied. The 
authors of the report concluded 
that only a verj' few of them 
could not be explained as due to 
various terrestrial causes, such 
as reflections of the sun , lights 
on ice clouds in the upper at¬ 
mosphere. visual or radar 
mirages and flocks of birds. 

Groups of UFO buffs, such as 
the National Investigations 
Committee on Aerial 
Phenomena, attacked the Con¬ 
don Report for two rea.sons. 
They charged that the in¬ 
vestigations were inadequate 
and that the report's eon- 
clusions-that there is no eviden¬ 
ce that UFOs arc from another 
world and that no further 
largc.-scale studies should be 
done-was not supported by the 
evidence 

After the Condon Report wasi 
released, reports of UFO 
.sightings dropped, with only 146 
such reports coming to Project 
Blue Book in l%9. Besides the 


Condon Report, this drop may 
have been due in part to the 
space program, many 'people 
feel that NA.SA has "taken the 
mystery" out of spare. This 
drop is one of the rea.sons that 
Project Blue Rinik was shut 

Since then, Dr. J. Allen 
Ilynek, the chairman of the 
astronomy dejiartmcnt at Nor¬ 
thwestern University and one of 
the Condon Report’s critics, has 
.started his own informal in¬ 
vestigatory project. In collec¬ 
ting reports of UFO sightings, 
he is especially anxious to get 
such reports from trained scien¬ 
tific observers. 

In spite of the recent decline 
in UFO sightings and the skep¬ 
ticism of the Condon Report, it 
is evident that many people 
believe that they have seen 
UFOs. Recently I talked with 
three people in Iowa City 
who have seen what they 
believe to be UFOs. None of 
them ever made any attempt to 
report the sightings to any 
authoritv or news medium. I 
located all three through a 
Daily Iowan classified ad¬ 
vertisement. 

Although Robby Sadler. A2, 
1116 Slater Hall, never 
previously reported his UFO ex¬ 
perience to anyone, he is 
currently considering un¬ 
dergoing hypnosis to test his 
story and to see if any more 
details about it can dredged up. 
Sadler’s experience took place 
during the summer that he was 
12 vears old. It was between 


Sadler .says that the figure 
was white all over, with a 
fog-like halo aroiind his entire 
body. It was "completely 
humanoid" in .shape and had 
eye- and nnse-hke stniclures 
but no mouth llcestimatesthat 
he saw it for no more than 10 or 
UG seconds, during which 
neither he nor the figure moved. 
"I can rcmcml)or it standing 
there.,’’ says Sadler, "but 
coming and going were strange. 
It was just sudden. It was so 
alien as far as humans know, 
that’s the only thing that I could 
think that it was” 


James Surrat’s experience 
with a UFO was less dramatic, 
but he is equally convinced that 
it was real. Surrat, 814 Ronalds, 
a 24-ycar old city transit bus 
driver, says that it occurred in • 
the springtime, eight years ago. 
when he was traveling with his 
family. It was7:30or8:00a.m.; 
they were driving south, near 
the city limits of Webster City, 
Iowa. 


9:30 and 10:30 p.m.; a friend 
and he were walking down a 
path in some woods near the 
Otis Air Foce Base in 
Massachusetts. 

"I saw a bright light-a fla.sh 
of light-in front of me," .says 
Sadler. "I said I’m going to wait 
and see who it is. Suddenly 
there was just a flash of light 
and right in front of me was a 
humanoid figure standing about 
three feet away, glowing from 
head to foot." 


' Surrat said that he saw an air¬

That reflection sud¬ 
denly took on an oval shape., 
What was even more strange is 
that right underneath it there 
was a blue flame similar to 
what you see in a gas stove...1 
lost sight of it for no more than 
five or six seconds, and then 
there was not a darn thing in 
that area within five miles."

There wns something in the sky over 
KlickiLnt County last Thursday night and 
early P’riday morning. And whether it 
was errant weather balloons, irridescent 
geese, swamp gas or top secret govern¬ 
ment flying saucers, there are at least 
seven county residents, including two 
policemen, who swear that they were not 
hallucinating. 

It was about 11:45 p.m. on Aug. 1 when 
four residents of the Columbia River town 
of \Vi.shram Heights first saw what they 
thought was a very bright star to the east. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bill Bas.se, their daughter 
Joyce, 14, and their former stcp-«laughtcr 
Denise Doan, now of Klickitat, were 
silting on the Ba.%,sc back porch to escape 
the heat of an August night. 

‘‘The kids thought they saw the north 
star off to the East,” said Mrs. Basse 
later, “But I kept telling them that there 
was no north star in that direction. So we 
got out the binoculars and took a look at it.

“I don’t know what it was, but we must 
have seen six or eight of these things,” 
said Mrs. Basse. “They lined \ip on the hill 
north of us toward Centerville and it 
looked like they were in formation.

UFO Seminar Gn 'The Hush-Hush 


By DALE F. .MEAD 
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ST.AXFORD-A secret 
two-day conference on unf- 
d e n t i f i e d flying objects 
(UFO's) was held Thurs- 
daX^STid Friday at Stanford 
■University, drawing a 
score of astronomy exj'erls 
and ether scientists from 
across the United States. 

The conference was or¬ 
ganized by Stanford astro 
physics Professor Peter 
Sturrocki who in the past 
has surveyed scientists to 
establish whether they be- 
liexe any observed .UFOs 
might represent visitors 
from other planets. 

His survey disclosed 
broad disagreement on the 
matter, and the conference 
reflected a similar split be¬ 
tween skepticism of and 


ject. 

The session drew about 
20 scientists from two 
groups Stiirrock thought 
had seldom shared infor¬ 
mation with each other. 

One group comprises sci¬ 
entists, particularly 
radio-astronomers, who 
have often discussed 
among themselves means 
of searching for or com¬ 
municating with other be¬ 
ings through itergalaclic 
radio signals. 

Among the most promi¬ 
nent scientists representing 
that group was Bernard .M. 
Oliver of Hewlett Packard 
Corp., who co-'dtr?cled a 
Stanford-.Ames Research 
Center study in 1971 called 
“Project Cyclops.” 

It focused on the design 
of a system to detect intel¬ 
ligent life elsewhere using 


a n elaborate microwave 
scanning apparatus to seek 
certain radio wave lengths 
from outer space. 

The other group includes 
scientists from a variety of 
fields who typically study- 
data on UFO sightings and 
attempt to draw conclu¬ 
sions from them. 

One of the more well- 
known representations of 
that v i e w was Dr .4.lien 
H y n e k of .Northwestern 
University. Evanston. Ill., 
who established a Center 
for UP'O Studies there sev¬ 
eral years ago. 

The conference was 
planned to occur without 
publicity because “it’s a 
touchy subject,'’ more than 
one participant explained. 

“The public and the 
press might tend to jump 
to conclusions,” because 


such a con fercnce was 
held, said radio-astronomer 
George .Swenson of Univer - 
sity of Illinois. 

.\ctually, - according to 
parlicij’anls, Ihe session 
amounted to an exchange 
of information already fa¬ 
miliar within each group. 

And it apparently did lit¬ 
tle to change the mindsof 
at least two persons willing 
to talk about the exchange 
when it was o\ er. 

“It was an interesting 
intellectu.’. experiment,” 
said Swenson, who was in 
on Project Cyclops and ad¬ 
vised on technical matt’ers 
about radio telescopes dur¬ 
ing that study.

Quincy, Ill., was called in for 
investigation. 

What Mr. Hiltner found 
was a star shaped impres- 
• sion, about six to 10 inches 
deep and about 14 feet in 
diameter. The area was 
crusty, as if baked, and 
centered around a pair of 
circular impressions, 12 in¬ 
ches apart and 10 to 12 
inches deep.

MUFON Investigator Ted 
Phillips. Sheriff Robert C. 
Beutler, County Engineer 
Richard Recker and others 
examined the scene and sent 
soil samples and photos to 
MUFON, who also consulted 
specialists in Florida and at 
Northwestern University. 

MUFON’s preliminary re¬ 
port. lacking the soil sample 
date, seemed to rule out 
meteorites, and lightning 
strikes as causes of the 
configuration because of the 
precision of the din Wnsions 


involved and the remote 
likelihood of the twin impre¬ 
ssions in the center of the 
site. 

Soil samples are being 
reviewed by a Dr. M.A. 
Uman at the University of 
Florida because the grooved 
area around the twin holes 
was packed to unusual hard¬ 
ness which could not be 
easily penetrated, while the 
two center holes could be f 
easily entered by a '/j inch j 
rod with the pressure of on^ 
finger sinking the rod to a 


' depth of 12 inches.' ' 

Mr. Hiltner said he had 
plowed the field in November 
of 1973 and the impression 
w-as not noticed at that time. 
Since, however, some 11 
alleged UFO sightings have 
been reported. 

The closest sighting to the 
North Creek area’,was here in 
Leipsic. A check by the 
sheriffs department indica¬ 
ted residents neighboring 
the suspected UFO site saw 
or heard nothing unusual.

It was slower than a meteorite, 
he reported, and it didn't fade like a 
meteor.

CORSICA — Two unidentified 
flying objects have reportedly 
been spotted along Tntcrslato-80, 
near this community. 

Last Sunday night a family of 
five saw a craft along the Inter¬ 
state which they declared w’as not 
a helicopter or blimp, it had no 
propellers or wings and was 
definitely guided, though there 
was no way to tell the direction it 
came from within the craft or by 
remote control. 

Identified by a local newspaper 
as a Williamsburg man, an ob¬ 
server reported that it sounded 
like motorcycles and caused in¬ 
terference on a television set when 
it appeared at 9:30 p.m. lie added 
that he got into his car and chased 
it along I 80. The object’s ground 
speed was estimated at about 40 to 
50 mph and the altitude about 
1,000 feel.

The rear end of 
the cylinder was open. 

A couple (unidentified) from 
Shippenville also reported a UFO 
incident near the Corsica in¬ 
terchange of 1-80 about a month 
ago. They reported that a tractor- 
trailer rig, traveling directly in 
front of them, did not pulloff at the 
1-80 exit, which puzzled them. 
Then the wife saw the object, 
which she has described as "sort of 
an airplane with bright light." She 
said it was so frightening she 
screamed, "It's going to hit us," 
and ducked her head below the 
dash. 

Her report was that the object 
was not traveling at a very high 
rale of speed, but seemed to be 
sashaying. 

That couple reported hearing no 
loud noises and could not find any 
similarities with the object drawn 
by the girl.

Every day since then, .site 
.said, tlic mon.'tcr makes tho 
same trek about 3 p.m. to 
the lake and river, then dis¬ 
appears into the woods. 

Wednesday night about 
11:15, the second Big Foot — 
or Sa.sf|uatch — appeared, 
she said. 

Raven follows 

"They were very dark and 
I couldn’t .see their faces or 
if they had fur. They didn’t 
make any sound, either. 

"We’ve been watching tho 
first one’s habits and it 
seems very intelligent. It 
hasn’t threatened us at all 
and it lias a raven that al¬ 
ways accompanies it. The 
bird talks to llie monster and 
almost seems like a pet.’’ 

.She admitted the whole 
thing sounds "unbelievable" 
and "you might think I’m 
crazy." And, she acknowl¬ 
edged she was afraid at first. 
"But I’m not frightened now. 
I’m very curious, in fact, 
and Sunday we plan to go up 
to a cave near Quartz Moun¬ 
tain where wo,think the mon¬ 
sters live. We understand the 
cave is ns large as our house 
In Roseburg.’ 

Mrs. Fitzgerald left no 
doubt that she believes Big 
Foot exists and what she has 
seen isn’t a l)car. "It’s more 
like a giant gorilla," she 
said. 

When the creature first ap¬ 
peared, two other camping 
parties tlircw their equip¬ 
ment together and left, said 
Mrs. Fitzgerald. "They said 
they wouldn’t slay another 
night.” 

No guns 

But she said she is fasci¬ 
nated by the monster or 
monsters and wants to take 
pictures if ixjssibic. 

"I don’t want any guns up 
here," .she commented. "I 
don’t want it killed. We want 
to get some pictures and I 
don't think it is something to 
be afraid of." 

She said she has left food 
on the picnic table but the 
monster hasn’t touched it. 
"I’m now going to try leav¬ 
ing candy." 

Mrs. Fitzgerald has been 
camping with her husband 
Steve and children, Gloria 
Jean. 9, and Danny, IG. 

Will they all go up to tho 
cave Sunday? 

"No," she remarked. 
"We’ll leave the children in 
Roseburg and I’ll let my hus¬ 
band and some forest ranger, 
pcr.sonnc'l ro Into the cave." 

.She added, "You ncv*r 
know what to expect."

before it bounded off into the 
forest, apparently frightened by 
their flashlishts. But if the re¬ 
ported incident remains a mys¬ 
tery around Harrison Lake, it’s 
just another tantalizing piece in 
a puzzle for Dublin-bom Peter 
Byrne, who’s been loo’idng for 
the storied Sasquatch here in 
the Pacific Northwest since 
1970. 

Sasquatch, an Indian word for 
“big man,” is the name given to 
the elusive creatures that have 
left huge footprint in scores of 
places throughout the Northwest 
for decades. The footprints are 


13 to 20 inches long and indicate 
their maker weighs up to 1,000 
pounds. 

The Harrison Lake sighting 
was one of the latest of some 80 
I Sasquatch reports that Byrne 
I has investigated during the-last 
four years. .\ former guide for 
j big-game hunters in Africa, 
Byrne, 47, has stalked the al¬ 
leged abominable snowman of 
the Himalayas. He says he’s 
spent 533,000 loo’,dng for a Sas. 
quatch, most of it his own 
i money. His principal source of 
I donated funds for his search is 
ithe International Wildlife Con¬ 


servation Society at W’ashington, 
D.C. He helped found ttie So¬ 
ciety. 

Elderly Indians 
Are Interviewed 

BjTne has talked to hundreds 
of elderly Northwest Indians, 
early pioneer woodsmen, min¬ 
ers, outdoorsmen, forest rang¬ 
ers and others who say they 
have sighted or heard stories of 
the mysterious creature that 
walks like a man. 

“A year ago I wasn’t at all 
convinced that ‘Bigfoot’ was 


real.” he says. “But we are 
going to find a Sasquatch. We 
are dosing in on Urn as a result 
of a lot of good, solid informa¬ 
tion which has come to us re¬ 
cently." 

Byrne won’t say what the in¬ 
formation is, but he says it has 
nothing to do with the Harrison 
Lake incident. As interesting as 
that reported sighting was — 
two of his investigators flew to 
the scene — it was inconclusive. 
Byrne’s colleagues found foot¬ 
prints measuring 6 by 15 inches 
in the wet soil, and the prints 
appeared to have five toes. But 


the investigators were hindered 
in their search because of the 
presence of several gun-toting 
people in the vicinity, zrad they 
weren’t able to talk to Jones. 

Many of Jones’ campers are 
emotionally disturbed young¬ 
sters, and he says he had hoped 
to avoid an onrush of hunters 
and tourists that would result 
. from publicity about the inci- 
■dent. Despite the campers’ vow 
to not tell about the sighting, the 
story did leak out. 

Some people have found that 
reporting a suspected Sasquatch 


sighting can result in more ridi¬ 
cule than fame. 

The soft-spoken Byrne says he 
believes the real break-through 
in their efforts came earlier this 
year when the e.xpcdition re- 
i ceived a 57.000 grant from the 
I .A.cademy of .Applied Science at 
' Boston to set up a Bigfoot Infor-, 
mation and E.xhibiticn Center in 
The Dalles. In a &0-foot mobile 
home at the outskirts of town 
they now display documenta¬ 
tions of historical Bigfeot sight-! 
ings, pictures, drawings, news-i 
paper accounts, casts of fa<-, 
i prints and other evidence they

Wayne Jones, director of 
the Dunbar-West Point 
Grey Youth project, said 
he watched the creature 
for about five minutes aft¬ 
er it came around the cor¬ 
ner of a buildinq about 2.5 
feet away at the head of 
Harrison' Lake, about 70 
miles east of here. 


Over the years there 
have been several sight¬ 
ings reported of Sas- 
quatches in western Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, and in the 
United States Northwest. \ 
scientific study into the 
possible e.xistence of the 
human-like beasts is cur¬ 
rently under way in Ore¬ 


gon. headed by Robert W. 
Morgan of Miami. Fla. 

Word of the Harrison 
Lake sighting leaked out 
through someone who had 
been working with the 
young people at the camp. 
Jones said he had sworn 
the 30 youngsters at the 
camp to secrecy to keep 
the camp from being del¬ 


uged with Sasquatch hunt¬ 
ers. 

He said the creature 
looked more like a human 
being than a beast. 

”It had a well-rounded 
head with long ears and 
arms,” he said. 

”It was big. something 
between seven and eight 
feet tall. It was.huge. 

"My first reaction was 
’My God what is this’. It 
wa’s quite wet and I could 
make out that it was cov¬ 
ered with hair, not fur." 


He said the creature left 
when startled by flash¬ 
lights of a few campers. 

■‘.A few of them saw it 
then and all of them 
heard it crashing through 
the bush.” he said. 

Casts are being m.acle of 
footprints leit behind. 
They are 15 inches long. 
si.\ inches wide and each 
has what appears to be 
five toes. .Jones .'aid on'y 
prints of a right foot were 
found. 
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
